Roxbiiry residents, In comrtion wi*h 
other citizens ol the Commonwealth, 
are following with interest the con- 
tinuation of the fued between Gov 
Curley and Mayor Mansfield, which the 
latter declares will be a fight until 
Curley is driven from public life. 

RoAbury greets this warfare with 
mixed emotion. Gov Curley is a for- 
mer resident of the district and won 
his early political victories here and 
was the outstanding citizen until he 
moved his home to the Jamaicaway. 
Mayor Mansfield was bom in East Bos 
I ton but has lived ii^ Roxbury for many 
years and was elected Mayor while 
residing here. 

The two men have never been close 
friends but the first open flareup came 
when Mayor Mansfield opposed Curley 
for Mayor six years ago. Curley was 
elected but Mansfield made a remark- 
able run and when Curley's term was 
up Mansfield was again a candidate. 

Mansfield made Curley's record the 
sole issue of the campaign and became 
bitter in his attacks. Curley sup- 



ported Dist Atty William J. Foley aa 
his successor but as the campaign got 
underway was forced to spend more 
time denfending his own administra- 
tion than in espousing the cause of 
Foley. 

After Curley was elected Governor, 
there seemed to be an effort, at least 
on the surface, to allow for coopera- 
tion between the two chief executives 
but they never could get along.

That ended the Dolan investigation 
there and then it was brought to the 
Legislature. Public hearings were held 
and unsavory details made public but 
when it came down to the point of or- 
dering an investigation the probe was 
dropped. 

Speaker Leverett Saltonstall en- 
deavored to liave Atty Gen Paul A. 
Dever take over the Investigation but 
the latter refused. 

The only prosecuting body left was 
that of the City Ipw department and 
Mayor Mansfield instructed his corp- 
oration coun.sel, Henry E. Foley, to 
proceed. The inquiry has apparently 
been getting hot and new jam between 
Curley and Mansfield followed. 

To add fuel to the fire, Gov Curley 
named Dolan, the central figure in 
the dispute, to be a member of a spe- 
cial commission to study municipal 
financing in Boston. Mayor Mansfield 
charges at Curley tried to have him 
stop the Dolan inquiry and Curley re- 
torts that Mansfield is endeavoring to 
have the Finance Commission be- 
smirch the Mansfield administration in 
the City of Boston. 

So the fight rages and while the pub- 
lic may be entertpined by the spectacle 
it is not believed that the final re-sult 
will help the participants, the Demo- 
cratic party, the City or the State.

Gov Cuiley. 
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Curley Gratified by Sum 
Told Him 'in Confidence' 

rrom Tlie itepnblicnii's 
Waslilngfou Bureau 

Washington, SeiJt. 26— Gov James 
M. Curley made a whirlwind trip to 
Washington today to urge again be- 
fore WP.V and PWA officials his pro- j 
gram for works relief in Massa- ] 
ohusetts and incidentally to say good i 
by to his sons, Leo and Paul, who are i 
students at Georgetown university | 
hptore leavinpr Boston Sunday Cor , 
Honolulu, wliere he will greet his 
daughter, Mary Donnelly. 

Curley, having- made no appoint- 
ments, was unable to see either the 
President, or Administrators Ickes or 
Hopkins, but he conferred with their 
■subordinates here this morning. He 
said his talks were "gratifvine" In so 
far as Massachusetts allotments are 
concerned. 

"Massachusetts will be alloted its 
full share from the works appropria- 
tion," the governor said. "I was as- 
sured of this today," he declared, 
"and in fact, I was told the exact 
amount we are to receive but only 
under the condition that I would not 
disclose it at this time. The amount 
however, is very gratifying." 
Hit8 Bark at Maualiold 
The governor said he was not dis- 
tui-bed over the fight M.ayor Mansfield 
!a making again.st him. "Mansfield 
needs to see a psychiatrist," Gurley 
said, bluntly. 

Returning to his hotel suite tonight 
the Massachu.sctts governor was In a 
mellow mood and discussed every- 
thing from roads made of cotton 
fabric to the impending war in Eu- 
rope. 

"It is entirely impossible that Eu- 
rope will go to war at this time," 
Curley said, "but a war between Italy 
and England is distinctly possible 
within the next 5 or 10 years. Every 
war since the birth of Christ has been 
an economic war. Italy now has 
cornered the ocean passenger traffic 
ot the world. Likewise Japan has 
garnered the world's freight traffic. 
England, I believe, would like to pair 
Italy and Japan against one another. 
She will try every way possible to do 
.so. It is a very interesting situation 
but the only thing for Omcrica to do 
I Is stay out." 

He touched upon the fart that a 

three-quarter ' mile strip of paved } 
road, with cotton fabric as a base 
was recently laid in Mississippi. 
"That news item," he said, "opens 
up an entirely new field for the cot- 
ton textile Industry. It may bi; th" 
means uL savins this grfeat industry 
to Ma.s.sachusetts." 

Vreriug to the .subject of prosper- 
ity, Curley declared that "though elu- 
sive, prosperity has turned the cor- 
ner and is already here. The I'rosl- 
dent Joe.4 not need to spend another 
dime, and still he will be reelected in 
inSB. Forces m.aking for good times 
have been relejuiod and I do not be- 
lieve there is anything In the world 
that can delay their return." 

The governor, after a few moments 
alone with his sons tonight, entrained 
for Boston at 8.30. 



U Hopkins swung aboard President 
Roosevelt's vacation train tonight 
with a farewell word that $l.;i02,500,- 
000 had been allotted 33,30u works 
progress projects and that the job 
campaign was "'all set." 

Ho added th"t Controller-General 
J. R. McCarl, who must approve the 
allotments before actual cash can be 
withdrawn from the treasury, was 
"cooperating fully" in speeding the 
$4,000,000,000 program. Earlier, McCarl 
had been a White House visitor. 

With Hopkins and Mr Roosevelt 
traveled Secretary Ickes, who told a 
last press conference that public 
works projects not included in the 
$200,000,000 program approved by the 
President need not be considered 
abandoned. 

"I still have hopes there will be 
additional funds a little later on," he 
said. 

"Wide Choice'' .Mode Togslble 

Hopkins said tliat state adminis- 
trators had submitted not only 
enough projects to ir^iurc "a sufficient 
numlxir on which to put people to 
work" but "a large extra number" 
enabling a wide choice ot selection. 

Hopkins added :^ 

"The situation with regard to the 
submittal ot projects by the state 
works progress administrators is 
eminently satisfactory. 
"The Preaident has already approved 
allotments for 33,300 projects, which 
have gone through the WPA review 
and approval section. He has ap- 
proved allotments of a total of $1,- 
302,500,000 through September 25. 

"The average cost per project is 
$39,000, and the average expenditure 
of federal funds, exclusive of state 
or local contriliutions will bo $730 
per man per year. 

"The 33,300 projects provide for the 
employment of 5,364,000 persons, if 
all ot the projects were done at the 
same time." 

Ickcs'fl side of the reemployment 
campaign was lining up for a quick 
start. Today he announced $46,737,000 
had been allotted to 446 new public 
works developments, Remaining proj- 
ects under a $200,000,000 program ap- 
proved by the President were to be 
made public in the next few days. 

Altogether, Ickes said, the money 
will finance 3340 additional improve- 
ments, ot which more than halt are 
for buildlng.s — predominantly schools. 
Hospitals, sewage disposal plants, 
water works, sower systems, munici- 
pal power and gas plants and street 
and highway improvements will be 
found prominently in the list. 

Figures of last Thursday — the 
latest available — showed that to make 
the No-vember 4 deadline for moving 
3,,'J00,000 persons from relief to work 
(luick. temporary jobs would b.ive to 
be created at a rate of moij, than 
400,000 a week.

REPORT ON FORMER 
TREASURER AWAITED 



The probability that Mayor Mansfield 
■will cause civil proceedings to be 
brought in behalf of the city against 
Edmund L. Dolan, former city treas- 
urer, and the Legal Securities Corpora- 
tion, the brolcerage firm through which 
he bought large amounts of bonds for 
the city, was seen yesterday in the ap- 
pointment of George R. Farnum as spe- 
cial assistant corporation counsel. Far- 
num will he Ipin the investigation of 
Dolan's o cial acts now being made by 
the city law department. 

Mayor Mansfield, who announced the 
appointment, which was made by Henry 
E. Foley, Boston corporation counsel, 
said simply that Farnum would help In 
the Investigation from now on and 
would stay with the ca^c until it was 
finished. 

He said he had not yet received 
Foley's report and would not until the 
Investigation was completed. He de- 
clined to say whether he would direct 
Foley to bring suit against Dolan and 
the Legal Securities Corporation or any 
other possible defendants. 



NEARLY COMPLETED 

However, the law department's in- 
vestigation of Dolan's conduct as city 
treasurer from 1930 through 1933 has 
already been under way for three 
months, and the mayor said yesterday 
it was nearly completed and he ex- 
pected a report from Foley in 10 days. 

With the Investigation all but con- 
cluded, Farnum's appointment at this 
time was generally Interpreted to mean 
that a decision had been virtually 
reached to bring equity proceedings and 
thus insure a complete Investigation of 
the case in the courts. 

Foley, in his report, will make rec- 
ommendations as to whether on the 
evidence gone into by him tho city is 
justified in bringing suit. T.ic suit, if 
brought, would seek an accounting of 
all profits made on the bond purchases 
effected through the Legal Securities 
Corporation. 

Farnum, well known Boston lawyer 
and a former U. S. assistant attorney- 
general, was special counsel for the 
Boston finance commission in its in- 
vestigation of the Dolan case last win- 
ter, but resigned when the commission, 
after being reorganized by Gov. Curley, 
ordered him to drop cour proceeding.s 
seeking to compel Dolan to appear and 
submit to questioning. 

At one time during this investigation 
Farnum wen before the supreme court 
and declared that Dolan while city 
treasurer organized the dummy corpora- 
tion which allegedly sold bonds to the 
city at higher than the market tprices. 

Farnum, former assistant United 
States attorney-general, will begin work 
next Tuesday and will receive S200 a 
week while actively engaged In the In- 
vestigation of Dolan. While engaged as 
special coun.sel for the finance commis- 
sion he was paid $250 a week. 

Farnum suggested to the mayor two 
montlw ago that the city bring suit 
against Dolan and the Legal Securities 
Corporation, a brokerage firm, through 
which Dolan allegedly bought large 
amounts of bonds in behalf of the city.

Protesting against Gov. Curley's prac- 
tice of having his nominations for posi- 
tions In the state service conflrmed by 
the executive council under suspension 
of rules. Councillor Winfleld A. Schus- 
ter of Kast Douglas last night charged 
that a physician with a court record 
had been recently sent through the 
council to be qualified as a medical ex- 
aminer. 

Schuster said tliat Investigation had 
disclosed that Dr. Irving F. Armstrong 
of Hudson was sworn into office by the 
Governor as medical examiner for the 
ninth Middlesex district in the face of 
a court record showing convictions for 
drunken driving and tor conspiracy to 
steal, as well- as a suspension of his- 
medical license by the state. 

The Republican councillor said his 
protest was based on the ground that 
the appointment of Dr. Armstrong was 
unfair to the commonwealth because 
of the constant menace he w^lll face in 
having his testimony in court as a 
witness subject to challenge on the 
question of credibility. 

Schuster said he has repeatedly ob- 
jected to the Governor's practice of de- 
manding Immediate confirmation of his 
apfwlntments t)ecause this procedure 
does not give the councillors any op- . 
portunity to pass on the qualifications 
of the appointees. He questioned i 
whether Dr. Armstrong would have 
been conflrmed had all the facts in his \ 
case been placed before the council.

BASIS OF ACTION 1 

The Governor's announcement fol- j 
lowed a vigorous protest by Councillor | 
Winfteld .K. Schuster of Ea-st Douglas I 
against the Govenor's practice of hav- j 
ing nominations confirmed by the 1 
council under suspension of rules, as in '■ 
the case of Dr. Armstrog. 

Councillor Schuster charged that Dr. 
Armstrong was sworn into office by the 
Governor in the face of a court record 
showing' convictions for drunken driv- 
ing and for conspiracy to steal, as well 
as a temporary suspension of his medi- 
cal license by the state. 

In his statement today. Gov. Curlcy 
said that "It appears" that Councillor 
Schuster had his information about Dr. 
Armstrong when the council was in 
session, "but deliberately concealed it" 
to make "political capital." 

The Governor has the iwwcr to re- 
move Dr. Armstrong from his office 
as medical examiner, with the con-senf 
of the council 

The Governor's statement follows: 



CVRLEY'S STATEMENT 

"It was clearly the duty of Mr. 
Schuster if he had the information on 
Dr. Armstrong when the council was In 
sessio nto impart the hiformation to the 
council. Fro maper usal of his state- 
'ment' "it appears that he must have had 
the Information at that time, but de- 
liberately concealed it, showing that he 
was more interested in making political 
capital than in the public weal. 

"If the facts are as stated, then there 
Is no course bull to withdraw the ap- 
pointment and substitute another in its 
place. I 

"This is about the character of poh- j 
tics that one would expect -from Mr. \ 
Schu.^ter." 

Prev/ously today Councillor Joseph B. 
Grossman ol Quincy asserted that the 
Governor's "too frequent use of the sus- 
pension of rules should bs stopped at 
once," 

Councillor Grossman .<;ald that the 
ousting of Ethelbert GrabiU as .supreme 
court reporter and the confirmation of 
Dr. Armstrong as a medical cxajnin'.ir 
might have been avoided "fi the u.sual 
week had elapsed between the Gov- 
ernor's appointment and the vote In | 
the council." 

He ■declai-cd that "public opinion 
alone can prevent the Governor from 
further u.se of the si'-spcnsion of rules 
where this is unnecessary." j 

Councillor J. Arthur Baker of Pitts- * 
field also came out; today against the 
use of su.';pensio»i of th eriBcs. 

"I have been con.sistently against the 
suspension of rules, except In emerg- 
ency ca,se.s, ever since I've been in the 
council," he said. He ftddcd that he 
did not recall the Dr. Armstrong case 
and did not care to comment on It. 

Councillor Daniel H. Coakley cf i 
Brighton, in answer to Councillor Shus- 
tcr, asserted that the fact that a man 
was found guilty by a .1ury does not 
prove that he was guilty and does not 
necessarily bar him from holding public 
office. 

Councillor Grossman's statement fol- 
lows: 

"The practice of permitting Uk 
council a week to consider appointmenti 
■vas devised lor the purpose of allowing , 
sufficient time to properly consider t;hem 
The suspension of rules was designee 
to meet emergencies where it would not 
be practic.Tl to leave an important 
ofllce vacant. Previously the suspension 
has been u.^od for tliis pui-pose alone 

"The Governor's too frequent use ol 
the suspension of rules should be .-aop- 
pcd at once. Both the case to which 
Councillor Schuster referred and thi 
removal of Mr, Grabill might have beer 
avoided, if the usual week had clapscc 
between the Governor's appointment 
and the vote in the council. 

"Public opinion might have forced 
a different result and public opinion 
alone can prevent the Governor from 
further use of the suspension of rules, 
where this is unneccs.sary. 



"I have fought against this in the 
coimcil and if the public will join in the 
fight it may prove effective," 

Councillor Coakley said; 

"I know nothing about the facts irv 
this particular case. The mere fact 
that a man may have a criminal record 
does not nece,'<6arily bar him from ho',id- 
ing office. Simply because a Jury may 
haye found him guilty doesn't prove 
that the man did something ■Rhich 
should bar him from holding office. 
Many men who should be found guilty 
arc not." 

Protesting against the Governor's 
practice of "forcing suspension of the 
rules," Councillor Schuster said: 

"1 disclaim any anmioslty toward "Or. 
Arm.strong. I have never met the 
gentleman. He may be 'amply qualified 
to discharge hLs duties as medical ex- 
aminer. The facts in the case are, 
however, thfffc he lias a court record 
showing a conviction for drunken driv- 
ing and also for conspiracy to defraud 
insurance companies on fake automo- 
bile accident cases. His state medical 
licenbC also was saspcnded and since 
restored. 

"I submit that his appolntpient to 
the Important past of medical cxftmincr, 
however well qualified he may be pro- 
fessionally, is unfair to the common- 
■wealth because his testimony in any im- 
portant court case in his capacity as 
medical examiner will be subject to 
challenge on the question of credi- 
bility." 

Dr. Armstrong had no comment to 
make on Councillor Schuster's state- 
ment, ^-..ow.r'l 
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Returning from Washington today. 
Governor Ciu-ley declared lliat Federal 
authorities had been "most generous" in 
the allotment of funds to this State for 
public worlis projects. 

The governor said that of $200,000,000 
KO far released by Secretary Harold I. 
Iclces for public works throughout the 
nation. Mas.sachusetts has been granted . 
$13,000,000, the second largest amount . 
among all the States, exceeded only by ■ 
New York. 

His trip to WA'sliington was the pur- 
pose of prescntint-' an appeal for $37,000,- j 
000 for various public works projects, i 
Although his request wa.s greatly re- I 
duced, tlie governor declared that the 
$13,000,000 allotted to Massachusetts! 
would mal<e possible, on a basis of •4.') to i 
C5 per cent, a pol.Iii.- works program cost- 
ing approxiniat'-ly $25,000,000. 

The governor was reluctant to discuss 
In detail as.surancea he said he had re- 
ceived from Federal officials that addi- 
tional funds would bo forthcoming for 
the purpose of currying out his program 
Continued on Lnst\^^oe 
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of work and waces. He said, however, 
he believed the additional grant would 
"be mo.st gratifying." ^, 

! Among other projects, the governor "• 
made a strong plea for a new Suffolk Coun- i 
ty courthouse to co.st $5,000,000. It the 1 
project is not carried out. the governor ' 
declared, it will be because of underhand 
activity of opponents of the plan. 

"The Government may not go through 
with this proposal." he added. "I can't 
say whether the building will go up. When 
any announcement l.s made here of our 
efforts in the project, somebody goes to 
WasliingtoM and throws dynamite. 

"I fought for the project virtually all 
day in an effort to have the Government 
reconsider and allocate funds tor the 
undertaking. I am still hopeful of suc- 
cess. All that the Government will have 
to contribute will be $1,800,000 of the, 
$5,000,000 involved. 

"I was informed that the ground plan , 
fo rlhf! project had not been presented 
to Washington, but I have made arrange- 1 
ments that they will be by tomorrow. If ] 
theh plans are submitted by that time, I j 
think the project will still be eligible for j 
favorable consideration." '

Clubs, using wonderland Park track j 
at Revere, licld o\it. 

The nub of the differrnces secerns 
to be th" fefis of the American Ken- 
nel Club, which are $2 to register a , 
doct, and a fee of $4 during the rac- 
ing .sea.son. This fee of $6 a year, if 
all racing dogs were registered, would 
amount to big money-some, say as 
high as $320,000 a year. It is said 
that Walter Donovan, secretary of the 
Florida racing commission and presi- 
dent of the National Racing Com- 
mis-sioners- Association, and the 
American Kennel Club, are the prune 
movers in securing registration In 
the kennel club's stud book. 



The fee charged by the Na- 
tional Coursing Association could 
not be ascertained from those 
gathered at the conference, but 
it is reported to be much lower | 
than that of the American Ken- i 
nel Club. 

A H O'Brien, eastern representa- 
tive of the National Breeders Grey- 
hound Association, affiliated with the 
National Coursing Association, was at 
the conference. The owners of the 
animals who are holding out against 
the State commission's requirements 
are to report their decision to the 
commission to-day. 

With the exception of the ciuD 
owners of the Dighton track, the 
owners of the other tracks do not , 
relLsh the commission's niling any | 
more than the dog owners. The i 
Dighton club, it is stated, has im- i 
ported 169 racing dogs from Ireland 
within a comparatively short time. 
They have been landed at Boston 
and taken to Taunton and Fall River 
close to the Dighton track. Report 
has it that the Dighton owners will 
u.se the.se dogs in their races and 
thus eliminate the neco.ssity of de- 
pending upon the private owners for 
their racing entries. 

Chairman William F. Connors of 
thp State racing commission said tlie 
commi.sslon expects an early agree- 
ment with all parties.

RESOLVES PASSED 
THAT MORE BE 
GIVEN WORK 

An effort to see that Cambridge un- 
employed were given all that is com- 
ing to them in regard to the allocation 
of State jobs in the proposed highway 
project program to be undertaken by 
the Public Works Department was 
formed in a resolve passe^l by the City 
Council Tuesday evening. The resolve 
was presented by Councillor Roche. It 
called upon Govern^^ r , ^}ii;l^v to give 
Cambridge residents the maximum 
number of jobs "consistent with fair- 
ness and justice to other communi- 
ties." 

The hope of any aubslantial employ- 
ment creation for Cambridge citizens 
was greatly clouded, however when 
the three representative members of 
the Council, Foley, Shea and Mahoney 
informed the group that at best its 
"maximum work" for this city would 
mean only about five being employed. 

Councillor Foley blamed the news- 
papers tor creating false hopes, "When 
It came oit in- the paner.s la«t week 
that Cambridge was going to put hun- 
dreds of men to work, why, I couldn't 
gel in my own houee it was so crowded 
with mem^ seeking jobs," he said.

Mr. Donovan has advanced th' claim, it wajs learned today, that 
at least one attache of the Pinan;e Commission han l<nowledge of 
a plan to paint the High .school fagpole. It is Mr .Donovan's con- 
tention that he .submitted a bid cf $35 for the work at the School 
Cu.stodian's sugge.stion and that tis proposal ran into a snag in the 
Board of Finance quarters when the late Joseph A. Wallace insisted 
a price be secured from the National Roofing Co. 

The latter firm bid $30. 

The result, according to thp charges of Mr. Donovan, was that 
the flagpole was not painted. 

Except for the charges of Irregularities in the ERA and CWA 
which Mr. Donovan is known to have made, both in court and to in- 
vestigators sent here by the Federal Government, the flagpole story 
Is the only one which he relates as having occurred since the 
Finance Commission came here. 

Other charges he has made concern the period before the Board 
of Finance entered the picture and include painting private prop- 
erty, hanging wallpaper in former School Committeeman's home, 
and constructing a sidewalk on a city official's land. 

The claims of Mr. Donovan are such that it would appear a lo- 
cal investigation is in order. They should be proved or disproved 
without delay.

"It appears that every time an 
announcement is made here that we • 
have secured something in Wash- 1 
ington, somebody jumps down there j 
and attempts to put dynamite under 

it." 

Insisting that announcement con- 
cerning what he had secured in Fed- 
oral allotments for the state would 
come from Washington, the Gover 
nor said the results would be grati 
fying. It was reported, however 
that he had returned in the belief 
that ?11.0()(),n(iO would bo given lUe 
stale for farm to market roads and 
that the total state allotment would 
be approximately |7( ,000,000, includ 
ing $1,000,000 for the National 
Guard camp on the Cape.

I ley Democratic Women s Club. The ' 
I political program followed the reg- 
ular business session of the junior 
and senior dlvLilons of the club, 
Mrs. Theresa V. McDeiniott, presi- 
dent of the organization, presented 
the speakers. 
i The first speaker of the evening 
J was City Councilloj- Robert R. 
Thomas, a candidate foi mavoi-. He 
reviewed the election results' of the 
past six years, when he leceived 
the largest number of votes of any ■ 
candidate for the post of councillor- 
at-large and more than any priori 
political candidate. In 1933, he said 
he polled 20,668 votes; in 1931, 19,'. 
665. and in 1929. over 18.000. each 
time leading the ticket. 
Qiialifled to Serve. 

Councillor Thomas pointed out 
thai Lowell is his home, he knows 
the city thoroughly and ha.s received 
the nece.ssaiy training a.s a member 
of the Council and at his work to 
qualify as the ma.yor of Lowell. It 
is of paramount importance, he said, 
for the Democrats to nominate a 
man who can defeat Dewey G. Ar- 
chambault. who will he the Repub- 
lican nominee. Two years ago. 
Mayor Bruin was elected by only 
1675 votes and an overturn of 850 
votes would have given victory to 
Archambault, 

"Nominate a man who can win," 
Thomas advised the women. 'Tf 
Archambault is elected you will re- 
ceive a. Taxpayers Association bud- 
get. 1 am not in favor of cutting 
wages, or laying off men and giving 
them work just around election 



time. I stand for steady employ- 
ment and I will surround myself

Dollar for Dollar. 
I "I will stop this ridiculous street 
' lighting situation. I don't say that 
I vfill reduce taxes, but I will see 
that the citizens get dollar for dol- 
lar paid in taxes. We won't have the 
pondition which has existed when 
there were no garbage collections 
for four to six weeks at a time. I 
have the guts to be mayor." 

Thomas charged that City Treas- 
urer Charles R. Flood has criticized 
the City Council, when he does not 
know the first rudiments of the 
Council's business.

Thomas B. Delaney, president of 
the City Council, was Introduged ; 
by Mrs., McDermott as a candidate! 
for the Democratic nomination for 
mayor. 

"There is no candidate who has 
more right to come before a Curley 
Club to speak in his own behalf 
that myself," President. Delaney de- 
clared.; "Where were the other 
candidates for mayor last year when 
James M, Curley was running for 
governor? Tom Delmore was ac- 1 
itvely oh the stump, working and \ 
speaking for Joe Ely's candidate. , 
Charlie Flood and Mayor Bruin i 
were with Russell of Cambridge. ' 
"Tom Delaney, without pay and 
without travel expenses, tx-iivelled 
from one end of the state to the 
other working in the interests of 
James M. Curley.

declared that he has no quarrel with 
the other caididates but he bcUeves 
that he is capable of rendering con- 
structive service to his native city.

"The only opportunity that we 
have to judge the future," he said 
"IS by past performances. When a 
candidate advances himself as a 
fnend of the taxpayer you should ^ 
ask what he ever did for the tax- 
payer. If he has held an elecUve 
3flice ask if he produced for the tax- 
payer. If you are unable to get a 
favorable answer you must conclude 
that he is not sincere and that his 
promise of lower taxes is made to 
attract votes." 

The city treasurer declared that 
some of the candidates would have 
the people believe that new indus- 
tries are waiting at the city line in 
Tewksbury and Blllerica just until 
the votes are counted and they are 
sleeted, forgetting that no man are 
going to move millions of dollars 
worth of business here simply be- 
cause one man will serve two vears 
as mayor. Promises are cheap, he 
said, but actions speak louder than 
words.

Mayor Is Presented. 

Mayor Bruin was presented by 
Mrs. McDermott, and he spoke in 
the interests of the candidacy of 
the city treasurer.

Learning of charses by Executive 
Councillor Winfield Schuster, of 
Douglas, that Dr. Irvinp; Arm- 
strong, new medical examiner of 
the Ninth Middlesex District, had 
been convicted in connection with 
fake insurance claims under the 
compulsory motor vehicle law, 
Curley stated he would displace 
Armstrong if the charges were 
true. 

"If the facts are as stated," the 
chief executive said, "then thera is 
no course but to withdraw the ap- 
pointment." 

Then, turning his guns on 
Schuster, Curley declared the coun- 
cillor was using the matter for 
"political purposes." 

"His failure to appraise the coun- 
cil of the facts before confirmation 
shows his action is of political

The Governor has not been par- 
ticularly luckj' in the past in secur- 
ing Federal funds for Massachusetts 
but yesterday was the first time he 
had made any comment approaching 
anything like the dynamite refer- 
ence. 

At one time or another he has 
gone after sub.stanlial sums for the 
State, making a number of trips to 
Washington for this purpose. 

When he returned yesterday the 
Governor said he was well satisfied 
with his late.st trip.

To the Mayor's credit, he with- 
Btood the fire and held his owrt 
ground. Never having said that h« 
■would not recommend the contracf 
be awarded to Lindholm or to any 
other contractor, for that matteri 
the Mayor took the po.sltion that h<J 
could not act \mtil he had beeni 
©fticially notified In writing as to 
.the bids and specifications, as is the 
custom. 



It is now apparent that th? issue 
Was confused from the start *ither 
through misunderstanding or "Pass- 
ing the buck"— perhaps both. 0""^- 
mi-ssioner Callahan was waiting for 
the Mayor to act and the Mayor 
was waiting for the Commissioner. 
In the past, the Mayor has been 
immediately informed in writing 
what the bids were and what con- 
tractor the State Department rec- 
ommended. If the Mayor didn't 
like the department's recommenda- 
tion he had a chance to say so and 
state his reasons. But in the case 
of the East Street job this pro- 
cedure was not followed. Repre- 
eentative Ralph E. Otis rushed to 
Commissioner Callahan, Represent- 
ative Otis telephoned the Mayor, 
the Mayor and the Commissioner 
talked over the telephone.

It wasn't until Monday night that :

It 
wasn't until yesterday that the 
Mayor received in writing copies of 
the bids from Commissioner Calla- 
han. Yet, all the time he was be- 
ing blamed for not recommending 
penolithic and Lindholm. An ex- 
change of telegrams re.su]ted in the 
Mayor receiving definite and offi- 
cial understanding as to his choice 
In the matter.

$18,494,000. Purchases of corn 
jumped from 371,000 bashels to 31.-

to 10,000,000 bushels; wheat from

pounds to 76.589,000 pounds.

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GOVERNOR STRIKES BACK 
I AT SCHUSTER 

Gov Curley announces that if the 
charges made by Executive Coun- 
cilor Winfield A. Schuster against 
the doctor who was appointed medi- 
cal examiner of a Middlesex dis- 
trict are true, he will take sum- 
mary action. In other words, he 
will promptly remove the man in 
(lucslion, Dr Irving Armstrong, 
wliose appointment was confirmed 
under a suspension of the rules and 
will appoint somebcdy else. 

If the chargts are based on fact, 
and Councilor Schuster certainly 
left no doubts as to the seriousness 
of the accusations he made against 
the appointee, the latter should be 
removed forthwith. At the same 
time the governor is quite justiftecJ 
in making the point that Schuster 
should have aired his alleged 
knowledge as to the physician's 
reputation before the appointment 
and njt immediately afterward, if 
he was aware of the facts at the 
time. 

Gov Curley assevarates that the 
facts in the case were unknown to 
him, but he believes they were in 
the possession of the councilor who 
is now criticizing the governor, at 
the time the appointment was 
made. Schuster up to date has not 
been queried o.i that point, but if 
the governor's intimation is based 
on good grounds Schuster is far 
from hlameles^s in the matter. In- 
deed he is culpable in the extreme. 

It is taken for granted that the 
governor of the state cannot pos- 
sibly personally investigate the 
character of all persons whom he 
appoints to positions of a somewhat 
jminor nature.

Judge Emil E. Fuchs, Head of Commission, Wants 
Funds to Cany On Work of Securing Relief

Boston, Sept. 2S— The state em- 
ployment and national re-employmcnt 
services in this state have 272,872 
applications for work on flic, Jud^e 
Emil E. Fuchs, head oC the state im- 
eraployment commission, has reported 
to Govcr2io£_Uuxley, in asking £or an 
appropriation to can-y on the work o£ 
securing relict for the unemployed. 

Tho state lists have 101,183 appli- 
cants and about 2500 are being taken i 
care oC each month, about 300 of 
these with private employers. The 
chairman asks for more work by ex- 
perienced workers amons the private 
employers with the end in view of 
placing more unemployed in private 
employment, rather than continue to 
bo dependent upon government proj- 
ects or relief work. 

Ho also states the hope is to place 
30,000 a month on government proj- 
ects, the plan to go into effect within 
three weeks. Judge Fuchs' letter to 
the governor follows: 
"My Dear Gov Curley: 

"I feel tliat you might desire a 
brief synopsis of the situation affect- 
ing the unemployment service of the 
state, together with its relationship to 
the national re-employmcnt service, 
in conjunction with both its activities. 

"Briefly, there are on the lists of 
both of these divi.sion.s, 272,872 appli- 
cants for work. This Includes both 
service in conjunction with the pii- 
Vatc employer and the govci'nment 
projects. We have on our state list.s 
I 101,183 applicant.?, and at the present 
time wp arc taking care oC aliout 
2500 each month. Only a small pro- 
portion of these, aboutaOO, arc placed 
! with the private employer, the bal- 
ance with the government projects. 
I Owing to the small force employed 
by the state employment service, their 

itime having been consumed prin- 
cipally with government projects, the 
private employer, I am sorry to say, 
has been somewhat neglected. 

"I know that it Is contemplated by 
you, through your program of work 
and wages, to endeavor to re-estab- 
li.ih permanent work for tho men and 
women of this state, and not be de- 
pendent In the future upon govern- 
ment projects or relief work. I am, 
therefore, taking tho liberty of rec- 
ommending at this early period of our 
e.xi.stonce the re-e.stabli.shing of our 
relationsliip with tho private employ- 
er. For example, we have aboiit 20 
men and ^vomcn in the city of Boston 
connected with the state office. These 
20 experienced employes should be 



addressed to the state employwrs 
which will go out together -with a 
copy of the act assuring them of oor 
cooperation with them, and that <nir 
investigation of the employe will be 
such as to supply the employer with 
the applicant best qualified to fill the 
place that is available. 

"At the present time the govern- 
ment has loaned our bureau upwards 
of 40 men and women who are help- 
ing in preparing for the work com- 
ing from the government projects. 
The lists are being made ready for 
immediate placement of the appli- 
cants together with a card of Identi- 
fication of each of them. It is the 
hope of this department that we shall 
be able, within the next three weeks, 
to take care of and place about 30,000 
a month on the government projects. 
Again 1 want to recommend that 
while this is being done, we have a 
sufficient force to take care of the 
private employer and his wants so 
that wc can re-establish confidence in 
that phase of our efforts. 

"While this bureau has been in ex- 
istence for almost BO years, it should 
now be In a very fortunate position 
owing to its relationship with tho 
employer who will be in touch with 
us in connection with our other func- 
tions of receiving contributions from 
them on the unemployment comv>scn- 
i^atiou part of our duties. If we can 
obtain their full cooperation, we can 
then really be an agency for perma- 
nent employment, taking the workers 
oft the Avclfare roll and the govern- 
ment projects and placing them in 
permanent places to the end th,at we' 
might be able to get back to normal 
conditions. 

"I might also call your excellency's 
attention to the fact that the state 
bureau tinder your jurisdiction has no 
branches throughout the state at thia 
time and that with the consummation 
of tho act in fitll force, we shall prob- 
ably have upwards to 50 branches to 
take care of the function of receiving 
contributions and placing the unem- 
plo.ved. 

"It is therefore recommended as a 
preliminary step towards a greater 
opportimity for this bureau that a 
sufficient appropriation be obtained 
as early as possible to carry out the 
aim of this act I might add. In clos- 
ing, that the relationship between the 
fcderni authorities and those repre- 
senting your commi-ssion are In full 
accord and working In harmony and 
cooperation." ,
